Kendnskeag Bridge. 


We stated a few days since the result o f 


slight personal examination of Keuduskeag 
Bridge, and the conclusion to which we ainved 
that it rriust speedily be- repaired or rebuilt.— 
Since then the sublet has been before the City 
CooBcil, and by them referred to a laige joint 
cwmnittee ot which the Mayor was chairman. 
That Committee, composed mostly of practical 
men acquainted with such business, have tho- 
roughly examined the bridge and made a report 
which has been accepted by the council. 


No order has been taken in the council re- 


speettog the matter, and indeed -tbefe seems U> 
be a general apathy, both in the council, and 
with the public, respecting the condition of the 
bridge; and a strong dislike to engaging in so 
much of an undertaking as that of either re- 
pairing or rebuilding it. 
Personally we leel a 


•tronf disposition to avoid the interruption to 
bnme*a| which such an undertaking as rebuilding 
will cause, and as a citizen we should wish to 
avoid the expense. But we dee.u it impoitant 
that the public should know the facU ID the 
case, and where there is evident danger result- 
ing trom delay that they should attentively con- 
sider the matter, and act with iniUble energy. 


We uaderatand the council will probably be 


called together in a few day* to decide what 
•hall be d<me with the bridge^ thit the u*smter» 
may have the advice ot our citizens, and all be 
prepared to actj undersUndiogly in the matter 
we here give all that is essential in the report of 
the committee.

620 teet in length and would measure 8480 perch- 
es of stone at f«J,50, about the" cost, would 
amount to $6,200 to which must be added tim- 
ber, plank, and labor tor arches and side walks 
about 8(iO making the whole cost $7,000. 


Your Committee would suggest another plan 


viz to commence at the bottom with a strong 
wood pier and build to high water mark, about 
II feet, and then build a wall of granite 6 feet 
wide at the'bottom! 3 feet wide at the top, with 
3 feet batter on the outside and 9 feet high, in 
this way about $2,250, in cost would be saved ; 
it is well known that wood will not decay below 
high water mark, nnd such a pier can be made 
sufficiently strong to bear up, without settling, 
any desirable weight of stone, and they believe 
it would he less liable to be pressed out by the 
pressure of the earth in the bridge than a wall 
built entirely of stone from thsrbottom and would 
be equally duiable; as evidence of this they 
Would invite you to ejcamme the present state of

The 
present top from high water mark up was built 
in 1831, and could probably be repaired with 
weod agaw for about $2,500 and then would last 
7 or 8 years without requiring much repairs, 
when it would begin to fail again and require 
what it now does. In making the repairs or re- 
building the bridge, the middle pier should be 
increased in width to conform to the market 
house foundation and the shore abutments pro- 
portionably shortened so that the water courses 
may be as open and free as they were before said 
foundation was laid down ; in their present state 
jt is very difficult and unsafe to get rafts down 
when the water is high, and quite impossible to 
get them up, your committee believe that the 
travelled way over said bridge,which is now filled 
with eaith to the depth or about ten feet, ought 
not to be disturbed more than is absolutely 
necessary to secure the sides from falling out, as 
the expense of keeping this way in repairs is 
very trifling compared with that of supporting a 
wooden covering; the great travel over this bridge 
makes it desirable that interruptions tor repairs 
be avoided as much as possible, and when done 
should be made in the most permanent manner 
consistent with prudence and economy.
